I flew  from  a car  that  was  going  way 
too  fast.  I ended  up  with  a broken  pelvis,  shattered  tail  bone,  and  one  scratch  on  my  face.  This  is  purely  by  the  grace  of  God. 

This  church  has  helped  me  grow  closer  to  Christ,  and  the  members  have  been  there  through  my  ups  and  downs  for  all  of  these 
years.  I am  so  blessed  to  have  such  a magnificent  church  family. 


Confirmation  is  an  important  time  in  the  lives  of  a Methodist  youth.  I have  many  desires  for  my  children.  However,  the  strongest 

desire  that  I have  for  my  children  is  that  they  experience  the  love  of  Christ,  and  choose  to  follow  him  in  their  daily  walks,  as  they 

experience  trials,  troubles,  and  joys  in  life.  Turner,  my  12  year  old,  recently  was  able  to  experience  choosing  and  expressing  his 

Confirmation  in  Christ.  I am  grateful  for  the  time  and  dedication  that  Brother  Will  gave,  not  just  to  Turner,  but  to  the  whole 

group  of  children  involved.  I am  also  thankful  that  we  have  a church  that  is  vibrant  and  allows  children  to  experience  love  and 

support  as  they  learn  and  grow  in  their  faith.  I can  not  thank  you  enough  for  all  that  you  do  in  the  lives  of  my  children.  We  enjoy 

being  part  of  this  church  family  and  are  forever  grateful.
